Whitesburg which boasts 
the top beauty in Kentucky, 
now boasts the state's leading 
scorer in Roger Kincer. Kincer 
scored 30 points in leading 
Whitesburg to a 31-12 victory 
over Benham. This boosted his 
total points to 61 for the three 
games 

Kincer scored on runs of 
three and 28 yards and 
grabbed TD passes of 10, 16, 
and 66 yards. Kincer’s 30)

Ronnie carried the ball 17 
times for 109 net yards. Most

A \lSyard penalty § and 


Frazier’s 2l-yard run gave 
Whitesburg first down on the 
Benham three. Kincer crossed 
the stripe for the tying TD. 

Midway through the second 
period Kincer scored on a 16- 
yard pass to move the Yellow- 
jackets ahead 12-6. Three plays 
later Benham's fullback 
grabbed an aerial and raced 42 
yards to knot the score at 12- 
12. 

Whitesburg moved the ball 
back to the 34 where, on first 
down, Frazier fired to Kincer 
on the midfield stripe and he 
raced to “pay dirt” giving | 
Whitesburg an 16-12 halftime | 
advantage.

Two new attractions came to 
Whitesburg this week—a new 


supermarket, and savings 
stamps. 

The supermarket, to be 
called City Supremarket, is

The stamps, known as TV or 
Top Value stamps, are new to 
Letcher County.
